DETAILED ACTION

Group III, claim(s) 22-23 are drawn to a method for producing an antiangiogenic and/or 
vascular permeability reducing effect in a warm blooded animal in need thereof. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons:Hilberg et 
al.(WO/2004/096224;Prior.date 02/29/2003) teaches of AZD2171 as an vascular 
endothelial growth factor receptor tyrosine kinase inhibitor(pg.34 lines 1-7) and Lee (US 
Pub No. 2002/00021 62;Pub. Date Jan.3,2002 ) teaches of another vascular endothelial 
growth factor receptor tyrosine kinase inhibitor, ZD6474, in conjunction with 5- 
FU(fluoruracil) and CPT-1 1 and water, which is a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier, 
for the treatment of cancer[0035,0072,0082,0140]. ZD6474 can be substituted for 
AZD2171 because they are both vascular endothelial growth factor receptor tyrosine 
kinase inhibitors, which would give them the same mode of action
